STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLKS OF CALIFORNIA STATE 
SPIRITUALISTS' ASSOCIATION. 
Adopted September 3, 1898. 

Whereas, Spiritualists believe in liberty, and will not be 
hound by ‘dogmatic ereeds, which enslave the mind and destroy 
the spiritual nature, 

Therefore, we present to the world, instead, a simple state- 
ment of principles, which are susceptible of differentiation and 
growth, until they satisfy the minds of АП reasonable think- 
ers. This statemeut is a consensus of opinion and an expres- 
sion of the collective mind of the spiritualists of America; and 
the purpose of its adoption and publication is, to serve as 
basis for organization and propaganda; and for information 
to investigators and spiritualists, and ін subject to revision 
and change by the people—or their representatives—assembled 
in an orderly manner for that purpose. 

|l. DerinyrioN—Spiritnalism is a scientifie, philosophical 
religion, and embraces the science of life, the philosophy of 
existence and the religion of humanity. 

2. Тав —Глѓе is universal and eternal. Organic Life mani- 
fests itself as intellect, sensibilities and will. The unity of 
life involves that common sympathy among men which creates 
the desire for communion with our fellows, and enables decar- 
nate spirits to communicate with those in the flesh. 

3. MrssI0N— The mission of spiritualism in the world is, 
primarily, to establish a rational religion in the minds of men, 
founded upon the operation of nature's laws; to wage an edu- 
cational warfare upon ignoranee, superstition and all forms 
of supernaturalism; and, in eonsonanee with universal broth- 
erhood, to establish the solidarity of the human raee through 
the dissemination of a knowledge of man’s relation to his fel- 
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low man—to this end, being in active sympathy with all genu- 
ine reforms looking to the betterment of the social conditions 
of humanity, including the elevation of woman. 

4. Derry—Alexander Pope, the poet, gave expression to the 
most comprehensive definition of deity aud mans relation 
thereto, in these words: 

“АП are but parts of one stupendous whole, 
Whose body nature is, and God the soul.” 


5. CReatioN—There ате two fundamental elements іп na- 
ture whieh are immortal and indestruetible. They are called 
"matter" and “spirit.” ‘Phe various phenomena of the uni- 
verse are differentiations of these primary elements. Change, 
adaptation, and evolution are the three great factors in the 
progressive economy of nature. 

6. Procression.—The watelword of spiritualism is “Eternal 
Progression."

— Specula- 
tions, opinions and theories, in.regard to methods, are of sec- 
ondary importance.

With the united aetion of the seven incorporated societies 
of San Francisco and the hearty co-operation of other societies 
in San Franeiseo, Oakland, Alameda and some of the interior 
cities and the co-operative aid of the speakers and mediums 
throughout the State, a convention of spiritualists was called 
to meet in San Francisco May 24th, 25th and 26th, 1896. Its 
object was two-fold, viz.: to give proper greeting to Mv. Mavy- 
rison D. Barrett, president of the National Spiritualists’ As- 
sociation, and also for the purpose of organizing a State Asso- 
ciation, auxiliary to the national, ‘Lhe executive committee 
consisted of Wm. M. Rider, President; W. T. Jones, Viee-Pres- 
ident; Муз. Elizabeth Sloper, Seeretary, and B. F. Small, 
Treasurer, Golden Gate Mall was engaged and the first ses- 
sion opened Sunday, May 24th, 10:30 a. m. Prominent speak- 
ers and medinms oeeupied the platform during (the three 
serviees of the day. 

Since then the representatives of the various societies af- 
filiated with the State Association have met annually at 
either San Wraneiseo, San Jose or Oakland, the last conven- 
tion having been held in San Francisco, September 5, 6 and 7, 
1902. 

NATIONAL SPIRUPUALISTS' ASSOCIATION, 

The National Spiritualists? Association is composed of State 
organizations, regularly organized in seventeen States of the 
United States, independent societies in the same aud ehar- 
tered societies in many States not having State Associations. 

The Massachusetis State Association is made up of lay 
members, but js soon to also charter societies.

000. Three hundred and fifty leeturers, ministers and plat- 
form mediums are now actively engaged іп promulgating the 
doctrines of Spiritualism.
